In an affidavit filed with Bucks 
Countv Courts, Sept. 26, Levitt said 
Kohli telephoned him on May 23, 
1956, and tried to secure the con- 
t act to install electrical system s 
in new houses by threatening to 
reveal building code violations in 
R300 homes. In the affidavit, Levitt 
claim ed th at Kohfi promised the 
violations would not com e to light 
If he got the contract.
